Oppos e d to Pay ing More 
Mone y for 


Canal De ficie ncie s —Salary of 


fre d Ste rling Affe cte d. 


The legal wai 
is on at Springfield 
against the perpetuation of the Illi-j 
noi.s and Michigan canal. 
There is a 
growing sentiment of opposition to j 
the policy of state expenditures to« 
make up deficits in the canal’s income 
as compared with its go-out. 
This 
i 
was manifested during the last session 
of the legislature at. Springfield. 
The 
protest of some members there against 
the *150,000 appropriation made was 
advocated by leading Chicago papers, 
and now reappears in injunction pro­ 
ceedings begun before Judge Thomp-j 
son at Springfield, who seems to have 
granted a temporary writ, while a 
hearing of the matter is promised this 
week. 
“ For several years the canal has' 
been practically abandoned for all j 
purposes of transportation,” says the 
petition. 
“ For nearly 
twenty-five; 
years past the tolls and receipts of 
the canal have not paid the expenses 
Incurred by the hoard and presumed 
to have been expended for the benefit 
of the canal, and in the year 1901 the. 
total number of boats passing along 
the canal was forty-one, and the re­ 
ceipts from the tolls were $8,120.” 
Against this earn ing capacity the pe­ 
titioner sets up the fact that the to­ 
tal disbursements for the year were 
$111,092, and the further fact that, the 
legislature appropriated for the sup­ 
port of the canal that year $150,000. 
If the appropriations for the canal 
expenses cease, It will cut a 
large 
slice from the income of Fred Sterling 
of Rockford, a former Dixon boy, and 
well known and highly respected by a 
large number of our citizens. 
The 
Rockford Republic, in this connection, 
makes the following favorable mention 
of Mr. Sterling. 
It says: 
“ There is considerable local interest 
in this matter due to the fact that a 
prominent and popular Rockford citi­ 
zen, Col. Frederick FI. Sterling, is de­ 
pendent on canal revenues for a com­ 
fortable little side income of $1,800 a 
year as land agent of the canal. 
It is 
generally conceded that Col. Sterling 
is one of the most competent land 
agents that has served the canal dur­ 
ing Its entire history. 
There has been 
little to do during his official term, as 
the matters relating to certain land 
titles, for the consideration of which 
the office was created, were nearly all 
disposed of hefor«* his appointment: 
but he lias never sought to evade any 
dutv of the office, and those acquaint­ 
ed with 
him know that he would 
bring intelligent 
judgment and ays 
tom to the duties of any office. 
It 
is. 
however, no fault of Col. Sterling’s 
that his duties as canal land agent 
were few or none, and the same is 
true of other canalofflcials. 
The of­ 
ficers existed, their services to the 
party and the governor entitled them 
to the appointments and the enroll­ 
ments t hereof. 
The injunction i ro- 
ceedings seem to have been institut­ 
ed by Chicago politicians who are not 
drawing canal incomes and are unwil­ 
ling That others should do so. 
It is a 
notorious fact 
that there 
are not 
enough offices with salaries now exist­ 
ing to match the public demand, and 
it will not add to enthusiasm among 
political workers in future campaigns 
if the neat little bunch of official in­ 
comes which has been hanging out 
over the state canal is pulled in and 
permitted no longer to inspire pat­ 
riotism.”
